Even in Sydney there were only 
a handful of young local products 
playing at top level in those days. | 
know that junior football wasn't as 
big as it is today, but | believe 
there were a number of reasons 
why very few young players 
emerged and became first team 
regulars. 


1. In the early '60s, most of the 
teams were made up of overseas 
players, and in most cases they 
were very good players, and that 
of course rules out any possibility 
a young local might have had. 


2. Very few clubs encouraged or

were prepared to gamble on 
young talented players. Instead, 
as soon as they lost a couple of 
games, clubs looked overseas for 
players, regardless how good they 
were. 

Things have changed, I'm hap- 
py to say, because, in the past 10 
years, hundreds of good Pleven: 
have come through the ranks, and 
most clubs can take credit for this. 
They are now giving young players 
the encouragement they need 
most of all, and that is to be 
recognised. 

This was acknowledged by our 
young Socceroos in the World 
Youth Cup. 

So now a young Australian play- 
er can have a tremendous future 
in football, provided he is dedi- 
cated and wants to make it to the 
top. 

Clubs have now taken the right 
steps by giving our young players 
a fair go, and now it’s up to them. 

Whilst on this subject, it is inter- 
esting to note that even under full 
professional set-up, certain clubs 
are spending millions to buy play- 
ers rather than producing their 
own. Take the case of Nottingham 
Forest, who in the last couple of 
years must have spent millions of 
dollars, and have yet to come up 
with a local product. Justin 
Fashanu is the latest victim — he 
was brought only six months ago 
for more than a million dollars, 
and is already up for sale. 

Of course, this could be an 
arguable point, but it always 
amazes me that clubs with such 
brilliant facilities and traditions 
are in the red year after year, 
simply because they buy, instead 
of producing. 

So again. If we are patient and 
carry on with local development, | 
think we are heading towards a 
bright future. See you next week.

Now that the dust has settled 
following the Annual General 
Meeting, I wish to take this op-

Before doing so, I think it aj 
propriate to acknowledge the debt 
we all owe to Doug McCarron, the 
former president. 

Doug, as you know, decided to 
hang up his boots this year after a 
decade's service to the NSWASF. 

In terms of time given and sac- 
tifices, to both family and career, 
made on behalf of junior and not- 
so-junior Soccer players, Doug 
has most assuredly notched up a 
record. 

His service and dedication has 
in one way or another benefited us 
all. 

Before commenting about some 
of the specific issues confronting 
us, I would like to express a view 
about what I see as the approp- 
tiate overall stance which should 
be adopted by the NSWASF. 

What I have to say may not be 
accepted by some and it would not 
be my intention to “just please” 
everyone. 

However the NSWASF must 
come to grips with some of the 
problems facing it if it is to serve 
the code’s best interests. 

There is little doubt that the 
delegates and officials on the State 
Management Committee cannot 
expect much joy as they try to 
show leadership to the rest of the 
Soccer community. 

The Management Committee is 

very conscious that if a wrong 
decision is made, many will say 
“leadership is to blame.” I would 
agree that leaders MUST accept 
some blame for all problems that 
exist. 
In an endeavour to help your 
leaders to make decisions that are 
beneficial to the code, I believe 
the NSWASF should aim to return 
to the “Three Rs”. 

We should be responsive, resol- 
ute, but show restraint, 

In suggesting that the NSWASF 
should be responsive to affiliates’ 
aspirations, I hope Management 
Committee delegates and state of- 
ficials will be able to receive feed- 
back from their Branch and As: 
sociation colleagues, so that we 
will be aware of our affiliates’ 
views on the major issue confront- 
ing us. 

believe the NSWASF should 
take account of Branch and As- 
sociation views when determining 
its position on major issue.

Once the NSWASF has deter- 
mined its position I suggest it 
should defend its stance and policy 
resolutely. 

On difficult issues there could 
be some who will argue that the 
NSWASF should adopt extremist 
Positions. 

I believe we should, bearing in 
mind affiliates aspirations, display 
restraint. 

Turning now to specific issues 
there are several matters which 
require the urgent attention of the 
Management Committee. 


1. Coaching 

After many years of talk, little 
progress has been made. 

Our coaching co-ordinator, Eric 
Arneil, has virtually had to run a 
one-man-band because of inadeq- 
uacies within the Coaches Federa- 
tion to give him proper support, 
apathy in some Associations and 
the reluctance of the Federation of 
Soccer Clubs to appoint a full-time 
State Director of Coaching. 

I believe the Management Com- 
mittee need to give consideration 
to making the coaching situation 
one of its first priorities. 

A forward move in this direc- 
tion took place at the AGM when 
Associations supported the recom- 
mendation of a 50c levy for coach- 
ing in 1982. 


2. Amalgamation with NSW Fed- 
eration of Soccer Clubs 

Unification of Soccer in NSW is 
no doubt the dream and wish of 
any people. 

Our negotiations with the Fed- 
eration of Soccer Clubs have been 
protracted by anyone’s standards, 
In my opinion our handling of 
this issue in the past has been 
hampered by inappropriate 
negotiation arrangements. 

Because the amalgamation issue 

embraces at least two major prob- 
lems, composition, representation 
in the new organisation and the 
Politically sensitive issue of finan- 
cial support for the Parklea pro- 
ject, the Management Committee 
will need to look at a revised 
negotiation structure. 
Before leaving the subject of 
unification of the code, I would 
like it to be made clear to all 
affiliates that the results of any 
confrontation with the Federation 
of Soccer Clubs on amalgamation 
will be determined inside the 
NSWASF by the justice (in the 
affiliates’ eyes) of our stance, and 
the collective determination to 
win, 

If we fall short of those aspects, 
the NSWASF would not be a wor-

3. Full-time Secretariat 

A significant number of other 
amateur sports, catering for far 
less Be ers than us, have estab- 
lishes l-time secretariats with 
the assistance of State Govern- 
ment grants. 

This issue needs to be fully re- 
searched, 

It is pleasing that Sydney Bran- 
ch is already doing the 
groundwork for the State on the 
feasibility of implementing such a 
project, 


4, Government Grants 

At present we are receiving very 
little in the way of grants from the 
State Government. 

It is indeed a most unfortunate 
situation that the Government's 
present policy combined with the 
overall organisation of the code in 
NSW prohibits us from obtaining a 
larger portion of funds, 

Tt is my view that we must make 
Strong representations to the 
Minister of Sport and try and 
change the current direction of 
Government funding. 


5. Council Levies 
Most clubs and associations are 
faced with ever-increasing council 
charges for the hire of grounds. 
Some are, however, fortunate 
to have enlightened councils, who 
recognise the important communi- 
ty facility sporting organisations 
provide, and subsequently do not 
charge for the hire of grounds. 
In my opinion we need to use 
our numbers and possibly consider
